end of the structure.

At both ends of tbe bridRo and in 


tbe fields hundreds of alien, the great- 
er part of them Italian;?, are digging 
and teams are plying back and forth 
with heavy loads of earth and rocks 
for this work. 


In addition to a large number of 


men who arc employed on the line 
an increase of force will be put on the 
work the lirst of next week. One large 
gang will go to work at the Govern- 
ment street end oi the line in Kittery, 
and tlie construction begin there. 


Here will be put together one of the 


first of peculiar pieces of work in this 
section, a "Y," at the junction of 
Government and ixewmarch 
streets. 


The entire length of the new line will 
bo three and one-third miles, probably 
more, for tbe terminus of the line will 
probably be the Greenacre hotel, yet 
it may bo pushed further up toward 
Dover, with which place it Is ulti- 
mately destined to be connected.

is put in operation. 
The locations in the two towns arc 


already familiar to Kittery people. The 
route was first published exclusively 
in the Chronicle June 15, 1901, when 
the Kittery selectmen, after quite a

Last year tho bureau of yards and 


docks wanted a barge built; they ad- 
vertised for bids and the Union Iron 
Works bid $14.500; the Risdon 
Iron 


Works bid $30,000; the mechanics at 
the Mare Island navy yard bid to do 
the work for $12.500. As the amount 
alloted for the job was but $10,000, the 
plans were 
imodified and 
the navy 


yard, on acount ot the showing on the 
other bidding was given the job. The 
barge was 
built for less than 
the 


amount estimated. 


When the Monadnock was building, 


the naval constructor then in charge 
of the work, estimated that the placing 
oi the armor would cost $300 a ton, 
and the bureau of C. & R, allowed that 
amount. The armor was placed on the 
ship by the Mare Island mechanics for 
$60 a ton. So much for bureau esti- 
mates and actual cost when done by 
navy yard mechanics. It is presumed 
that tho deparatment would not have 
allowed that amount had they known 
by experience what it would actually 
cost. When the Monterey was turned 
over to the government, the turret 
armor was not in place and the Union 
Works agreed with the government to 
make them an allowance. The depart- 
ment estimated that it would cost $23,- 
000 to do the work. The Union Iron 
Works would not atcede to this, but 
cud agree to allow $7,500, which the 
government finally accepted. 


The armor was placed on the ship 


by the Mare 
Island mechanics 
for 


about $6,500. Thus, you see. that there 
is a wide margin in the estimates of 
the bureau, for they did not 
knovv 


what it would cost; but the Union Iron 
Works knew it would have cost them 
tnat amount of money to put it on. 


Had the case been reversed and tbe 


government needed the armor placed, 


e Union Iron Works would have re- 
dved $23.000 for what could be done 
. a navy yard for $S,500. Showing 
onclusively that the navy department 
as not the slighest idea of the con- 
ractor's profits.
